HIS day, purſuant to the Sentence paſsd at the 
Kings-Bench Bar at Weſtminſter, on Mr: Edward 
Fitz-harris, for Treaſon, &c. he was neer the 7Zower 
Gate, on 7ower-hil/, delivered into the Cuſtody 
| of the Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, viz. Sling f- 
by Bethel and Henry Corniſh Eſquires ; who upon the Place ſign'd 
a Diſcharge for him, to the Lieutenant of the 7ow?2r. Then he 
yes put on a Sledge, and thence conveyed throught the City of 
London to Newgate, where he overtook Oliver Plunket, who w 
juſt before on another Sledge, paſſing to the ſame Place of Exe- 
ution, | 
"Where being come, (ſoon after P/unket's private Prayers, &c.) 
Fitz-harris ask'd Captain Richardſon whether the Sheriffs had a 
Warrant for the diſpoſal of his Body, Captain Richardſon anfwer'd 
&. Then he defired Dr. Zawkins Afliltance, which the Sheriffs 
adily granted, and called for him to go to him on the Sledge ; 
hich £ Door did, and on his Knees embraced him, and con- 
wed a private Diſcourſe with him for ſome time. Been 
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for him, he having left his Mind with tim, 
Mr. Sherif Bethel. Tou will do well to. diſcharge your Conſczence. 
Fitz harris. / have Lift it all with the Doctor in Writing, Under 
tay hand, who will communicate it with V/ itneſs to the World. 

Doctor Martiz of Wood:-ſtrect being at the {ame time in the pre- 
ſence of the Sherifis, defired Maſter F::=-barris ro declare whe- 
ther he died a Proteſtant or a+Papult, He anſwered, Having left 
his mind fully with Doctor Hawkins, he hoped it might be fati(. 
factory. The DoGtor replied, it would be more fatisf}a&tory to 
declare himſelf there, and that it was no thame to die a Prote- 
ſtant, To which Maſter Fitz harris replied as betore. 


Then Maſter Fitz-harris ſaid, Good People, 


This infamous kind of Death is much more irkſome to me than Death 
it ſelf : Such Fudgments as theſe my Sins againſt God may juſtly bring 
pon me,and I do moſt humbly ſubmit unto it.But as to the Crimes which 
7 now die for, I take God to witneſs, Twas ns further concerned in the 
Libel, than to diſcover to the King what Pratiſes of that kind were a- 
gainſt him, being employed to that end,though thoſe that employed me re« 
fuſed to do me Fuſtice at my Trial. And I call God toWitmeſs,T never had 
a Farthing of Money of the King in my life, but on the Account of the like 
Service. And as to the Witneſſes that have ſworn againſt me, 1 do here 
ſolemnly declare, now at my Death, that Thawve not ſeen the French Am- 
baſſador ſince the beginning of the breaking out of the Plot, neither have I 
had any Acquaintance with him. And'as to his Confeſſor, I never ſpoke 
with him in my life ; neither have I had any dealing, either dire(tly or 
indireitly,in my life with them,though Sir W. Waller and the reſt ſwore 
moſt falſely to the contrary. And how like it is that the French Am- 
baſſador would give three thouſaud Crowns for writing that Libel, [ 
leave the World to judge. What I may further declare, I have left 
with Doctor Hawkins. 7 forgive atl the World, and do hope that 
God will forgive me, I beg the Prayers of all good People for a happy 
Paſſage into the other World. | 
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Maſter Fitzharris deſired to know of the Sherifls, whether his 
Body might not be at the diſpoſal of his Wite, without Quartering, 
Upon which the Sheriff read him the Warrant.
